DIRECTOR'S  NOTE 

"Yes,  I  have  tricks  in  my  pocket,  I  have  things  up  my  sleeve.  But  I  am  the  opposite  of  a  stage 
magician.  He  gives  you  illusion  that  has  the  appearance  of  truth.  I  give  you  truth  in  the  pleasant 
disguise  of  illusion."  This  is  how  Tom  starts  the  play  introducing  you  to  the  dream  world  of 
memory  that  is  The  Glass  Menagerie .  Tennessee  Williams  calls  it  a  dream  play  that  unfolds  as 
Tom  Wingfield  recalls  the  truth  of  his  life  with  his  mother  and  sister  in  the  St.  Louis  of  the  Great 
Depression.  The  Winfield  family  lives  the  illusion,  from  Amanda's  dreamy  recollection  of  her 
genteel  southern  past  where  she  expected  to  marry  and  be  taken  care  of  and  her  belief  that  the 
same  could  be  true  for  her  daughter,  to  Tom's  craving  for  adventure  outside  of  the  confines  of 
the  Continental  Shoe  Factory,  and  Laura's  glass  menagerie.  Even  the  gentleman  caller  lives  the 
illusion  of  being  "up  and  coming."  The  truth  that  Tom  speaks  of  shatters  the  brittle,  glass  like 
illusions  of  the  Wingfields,  just  as  the  gentleman  caller  accidently  shatters  Laura's  glass 
unicorn.  How  much  of  our  lives  are  spent  in  "the  pleasant  disguise  of  illusion."?
